“Pennsylvanian In Education.”

Educational attainment In the
United States may be generally char-
acterized by fhe position achieved by
Pennsylvania, An argument of this
subject would seem to Imply & com-
parison of educational standards be-
tween that of ovr native stute and
her sister states. Comparisons at
best are Invidious, and In thig case
would be Impracticable. The glory
and pride of the United Stutes, the
keystone of Its great scheme of llber-
ty and Independence, edueation
ani free schools. Bach of thae forty-
eight states of our Union is vieing
with the others in the alm at excel-
lence of aducational attainments, un-
til sthools, colleges and nniversities
figrrish throughout the land, while
ignorance and iliteracy are fast be-
coming unknown,

Is

To give Pennsylvania the high
position of credit to which It js
entitled In educational work, it is

necessary to review early conditions,
In colonial times the attention and
resources of the settlers were con-
centrated chlefly upon the problems
of protection and subsistence, leav-
ing little opportunity for mental cul-
tivation. They inherited from thelr
ancestore n purpose, not Olaf}‘ o arc-
quire rudimentary education, but
aleo to such preparatory
training for their children as would
enable them to dassume lhonorable
position in church or stute. To
them fell the task of devising a sys-
tem of fres education that would
glve opportunities to all, At this
time there were established numer-
ous church schools none of which
furnished adequate instruction since
each,’ trammeled by sectarlan pre-
judices, taught its own doctrine.
The far-seeing William Penn, real-
izing the nparrowness of Lhege
schools, embodied smple provisions
for the Instruction of youth in his
nrgat_._ form of government, and es-
tablished the Penn Charter school
wilch is now in the front rank of
educational institutions. From the
founding of this school, the poliey
of which was to provide free educa-
tion for the children of the poor, to
the public school system of to-day,
we find a clear, définite plan for Im-
partial public instruction,

The scope of this paper does not
permit a detailed account of the vap-
lous schemes of educational meth-
odd advanced, nor of the schoals
established to carry out this plirpose.
Al first no project comprehended
Iree education, and after a seeming-
Iy feasible plan had been establish-
ed the wealthy clagses refused to
take ndvantage of the opportunities
&0 aflorded, being unwilling to at-
tend the so-called pauper schools.
The Latin grammar school for a
time was the form of education most

provide

In vogue, The plan of these schools,
however! never became universally
popular, as the currleulum did not

fulfill the needs of the time, There-
upon Benjamin Franklin devised a
more liberal form of education
which niet with general approval,
thus becoming the founder of the
Publle Acudemy of Philadelphla,
The outgrowth of this Institution—
the University of Pennsylvania—Ig
te-day one ol the most potential
forces in the advancement of high-
¢r education., By reason of the non-
conformlst act of 1662, fully two
thousund English eclergymen were
driven from the church. Many of
them, having been denled admission
to the public schools and unilversi-
ties of thelr own land, sought 4
home In the new world. and as they
Jloved learning ag well as religion,
thus provided themselves with &
new occupation—Lthat of teachlng.
One of these men established Ten-
nent's Log College, from which
directly sprang Princeton University
and indirectly other scarcely less k-
portant seats of learning.

Pennsylvanians may also polint
with pride to these facts; that §t
was the ploneer state iy the educa-
tion of teachers—the first school in
Ameriea especially adapted for their
education heing the Model School
at Philadelphia, which has been In-
strumental In ralsing the teachers
professlon to a high degree of effl-
clency and that she appropriates a
larger sum of dnoney to the cause of
education than any other state. Buat
although Pennsylvania may wall be
prouwd of her many higher institu-
tlens of learning, her chief pride
Hes In the comprehensive public
school svstem, a system which has
grown upon its own soil and s a
product of natlve forces and In-
fluences

It would be n difficult task to men-

tion, Individually, the men of our
gtate who have devoted thelr lives
fo the cause of education. Like

the hundreds and thousands” of pa-
triota who have glven thelr lives as
soldiers for the welfare of thelr
conntry, and have fallen stlently up-
on the battlefield, the memory of
many of our scholars and educitors
has gone out with thelr lives, The
glory of thelr work can be found In
the public school system which they
have built- and which stands as a
splendid monument to them and for
their children. To this army of
countiess scholars do we owe the
ecredit of supremacy which our great
sommonwealth epjova in  the wup-
bullding of our republle; In the edu-
ocatlon and enlightment of the peo-
ple of our own state; and in the
fact that Pennsylvania has been the
model and Inspiration of her sister
states in the formation and estab-
lighment of gystems for better edu-
catlon.’

NAVAL REVIEW
AT SPITHEAD.

That on June 24 Will Be the
Largest Ever Held.

HONOR FOR AMERICAN FLAG.

The Delaware, Represonting the United
States, WIill Be the Most Powerful
Unit Present— Ten Dreadnoughts
Will Be In Line,

The great naval review by King
George at Spithead on June 24, two
days after the coronstion, will see
gathered together in full ¢ommission
the largest number of vessels of the
Dreadnought clags ever assembled,
Most of them, of course, will be units
of the British navy, but the United
States nuvy will be represented by the
most powerful and up to date bottle-
ship porticiputing in the review, (he
Delaware, which Is considered In na-
vol eireles to typify the lutest ideas of
buttleship construction. The system
adopted In her case of placing the five
turrets ln a siogle Hne is belng fol-
lowed in all the new battleships of the
British flest now under construction,

There are to be no fewer than ten
battleships of the Dreadnought clnss
brought into line on the review day.
These are the Colossus, the Hercules,
the Neptune, the 8(. Vincent, the Col-
lingwood. the Vanguard. the Bellero-
phon, the Temeraire, the Saperb nnd
the Dreadnought. To these will be
added four crulsers of the lanvincible
class—the Indefatignble, the Invinei.
ble, the Inflexible and the Indomitable.

Germany's Dreadnought.

Germany 18 the only other natlon to
send o Dreadnought. This will be the
Von der Tann, which recently under-
took a lengthy crulse to the ports of
Bouth Amertcn and s declured to be
the fastest warship in the world.

The other forelgn naval powers are
sending vessels of the pre-Drendnought
cligs, nlthough in some Instances they
are of quite recent constroction. France
will be represented by the Dapton,
Jupan by the armored crulser Kura-
mn, Austrin by the Radetzky, Italy by
the armored eruiser 8an Marco, Itus-
gln by the armored crnlser Rossia,
Spaln by the cruiser Reina Regente,
Argentina by the erulser Buenos Alres,
Chile by the cruiser Chacabuco. Swe-
den by the armored crulser Fyigia,
Turkey by the crulser Homlidieb and
China by the ernlser Hai-Chl.

Denmark, Holland and Norway are
to be represented by small coast de-
fense vessels, and the lst of visiting
ships will be still further increased by
the presence of secondary representa-
tives from Japan. Italy and Chlle.

Covers Eighteon Square Miles.

All the vessels ut the review, includ-
Ing forelgn warships and passenger
ahips with spectators, will be moored
In lines, supplemented by shorter Hnes
for the torpedo beats and submarines,
The boundaries of the review ground
ns arranged by the admirnlty loclose
#n aren of about elghteen square miles,
There will ‘be 170 Britlsh war vessels
of varlous types present.

The king and queen will pass through
the lines on board the royal yacht
Vietorln and Albert, which will be ac-
companied by two other royal ynchts.
the Alexandra and the Alberta, On
their first passage thelr majesties will
have on one side the representative
vessels of the forelgn pewers and on
the other some of the finest ships of
the British navy.

As the royal yacht approaches each
vessel in the line a salute will be fired,
and at the same time .the shore bat-
teries will join In the greeting.
